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OVERVIEW 


During the spring of 2016, nearly 14,000 University of California undergraduates participated in the sixth 
Cost of Attendance Survey (COAS:16). Response rates were above the target of 40% percent (42% of 
sampled students completed the survey), and the survey collected data from a sufficient number of students 
to estimate average expenses with reasonable precision. Further, survey respondents appear to have been 
representative of the general population of UC undergraduates. 


This report summarizes the Student Financial Support unit’s initial findings from the new survey, particularly 
how 2015-16 average expenses compare with those measured in the 2012-13 and 2009-10 survey 
administrations. Overall, 


e Monthly off-campus rent as reported by respondents went up by about the rate of rent-specific CPI 
systemwide and at four campuses. Changes at the other five campuses vary considerably, ranging from 
a 10% increase to a 22% decline. See Tables 7 and 8, Appendix Tables 4, 5a, and 5b. 


e Food expenses increased dramatically — by nearly 60% for groceries, snacks, and meals out for students 
living off campus — likely driven largely by a change in how the survey questions were asked. Upon the 
recommendation of a student focus group, the COAS:16 asked for weekly — rather than monthly — food 
expenses with the expectation that this change would produce more accurate results. 


e Transportation expenses declined. This is not unexpected given that transportation-specific CPI 
suggested a decline in transportation costs statewide. Books and Supplies and personal expenses also 
declined significantly. The decline in “books and supplies” is driven largely by a drop in what UC students 
report spending on textbook whereas the decline in “personal expenses” is across categories. 


e The Education Financing Model (EFM) Steering Committee, which guides the implementation of the 
Regents’ policy in undergraduate financial aid, reviewed these results in detail and approved their use in 
developing student budgets for 2017-18. These expense budgets represent a 4% increase over the 2016- 
17 budgets systemwide and across all housing types. 


SURVEY DEVELOPMENT 


Financial aid and institutional research staff at UC campuses and the Office of the President originally 
developed the Cost of Attendance Survey in 1995. Since the first administration of the survey in 1996-97, 
the survey has shifted from a paper format to a mixed-mode survey and finally to an entirely web-based 
survey. Individual survey questions have changed only in minor ways from one administration of the survey 
to the next. In most respects, COAS:16 was quite similar to each of the previous four administrations of the 
survey, although it did include changes to how students were asked to report food and housing expenses. 
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SAMPLING 


UCOP survey staff determined the appropriate sample sizes in the same manner as in the previous 
administrations of the survey.’ Data from COAS:13 informed assumptions concerning the average campus 
variance in reported expenses, the likely percentage of respondents who would be commuters, and the 
likely percentage of respondents who would either be married or have dependents who live with them. 


ADMINISTERING COAS:16 


In late February 2016, a recognizable figure on each campus (e.g., Vice Chancellor for Student Affairs, 
Financial Aid Director, Dean of Students) sent the sampled students on his or her campus an email message 
informing them that they had been selected to participate in the survey, emphasizing the importance of 
their participation and encouraging them to respond to the survey when they received the invitation. One 
week later, UCOP staff sent the entire survey sample an email invitation with personalized links and login 
information for the web-based survey. Sampled students received between three and six reminders from a 
combination of survey staff and recognizable campus figures. 


To encourage students to complete the survey, UCOP offered systemwide incentive prizes in the form of 
Amazon.com gift cards: twelve $50 gift cards, ten $100 gift cards, seven $500 gift cards, and one grand prize 
of a $1,000 gift card. Once a student completed the survey, he or she was entered into weekly drawings for 
the gift cards as well as the grand prize drawing. The earlier a student completed the survey, the more 
opportunities he or she had to win one of the prizes. In addition, one campus offered six $50 Amazon.com 
gift cards. 


A few weeks into the survey administration, response rates at some campuses were lagging behind other 
campuses, and UCOP staff worked with campus staff to devise more aggressive advertising campaigns 
promoting the additional campus-specific incentive prizes.

i Survey staff selected the sample sizes by determining a target number of both on and off-campus respondents that would estimate 
mean costs with an error rate of between two and three percent at all campuses, making use of a 95 percent confidence interval and 
assuming a 40 percent response rate. 
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In the end, 13,886, or 42 percent of the 33,247 students in the COAS sample submitted a complete or nearly 
complete survey. Systemwide, response rates were slightly higher than 2013 and lower than in previous 
administrations of the survey (see Table 1). Nonetheless, response rates compare very favorably with those 
of other major student surveys, and the numbers of respondents were sufficient for estimating expense 
budgets with the requisite level of precision at each campus (see Table 2).

Compared with the general population of UC undergraduates, COAS:16 respondents exhibited the 
characteristics we have come to associate with all survey respondents. These students were more likely to 
be female and lower-level students than UC students in general, which was also true for COAS:13. 
Nonetheless, differences between respondents and the populations were small, and when appropriate, 
were corrected through weighting responses. This comparison suggests that COAS:16 respondents 
constitute a representative sample of UC undergraduate students (see Table 3 for system-level statistics; see 
Appendix Table 1 for campus-level statistics).

FINDINGS 


CAVEATS 


The following findings are not limited to the students represented in the Standard Methodology expense 
budgets (i.e., students who are not married, do not have dependents who live with them, or who receive 
free or reduced room and/or board as a residence hall staff benefit). Likewise, these findings cover all the 
categories of expenses covered in the survey, including expenses that are not included in the Standard 
Methodology expense budgets. 


Average expenses reported here may also vary from amounts that are incorporated in the Standard 
Methodology budgets because these results rely on the COAS:16 “research weights,” which represent 
students who were actually in the survey sample frame (i.e., enrolled the entire academic year and not 
enrolled in the Education Abroad Program). The COAS-based elements of the Standard Methodology 
budgets are calculated using “dynamic weights,” which are updated annually to represent all students 
enrolled in the specific year associated with each version of the budgets.

e Most undergraduates (54%) report living off-campus during the 2015-16 academic year. Approximately 
11 percent of students live in a parent’s or relative’s home’ and 35 percent live in on-campus housing 
(see Table 4 for system-level statistics; see Appendix Table 2 for campus-level statistics). 

e Compared to COAS:13, COAS:16 results show no significant change in housing patterns. 

e Less than 1 percent (0.2%) of respondents identifies their living situation as homeless.°

e Two percent of students report that they are married and less than 1 percent indicate that they are ina 
registered domestic partnership (see Table 5; see Appendix Table 3 for campus-level statistics). 





ž Depending on their campus and circumstances, a student living with a relative other than their parent or legal guardian may or may 
not be considered a commuter by their financial aid office. For the purposes of this report, such students are considered commuters. 
3 The 2013 administration of the COAS included homeless as a housing type for the first time. The same share of students reported 
being homeless in COAS:13 as in COAS:16. 
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Compared to COAS:13, there is a slight increase (from 6.8% to 8.3%) in the proportion of 
undergraduates with one or more child/dependent. However, among students reporting children or 


dependents, a lower proportion of students in COAS:16 than in COAS:13 report their current marital 
status as single (from 13.1% to 7.4%).

The COAS:16 introduced a distinction between housemates and roommates. This change was intended 
to help the University better understand the quality of living arrangements. In previous COAS 
instruments, respondents were not asked to report the number of individuals sharing a bedroom, only 
the number sharing an apartment. The definitions used in COAS:16 are below. 


“In the context of these questions, “housemates” refers to the number of people with whom you 


share a whole apartment or suite and “roommates” refers to the number of people with whom you 
share a bedroom.” 


e Table 6a shows the proportion of students by self-reported housemates. 

Greater proportions of students are choosing to live with more housemates, and these students derive 
substantial savings from sharing housing. In 2015-16, 37 percent of students living in off-campus housing 
report living with four or more roommates, up from 31 percent in 2012-13 (see Appendix Table 4). 

The increased proportion of students reporting that they have 4 or more housemates could explain the 
relatively flat rental costs between 2013 and 2016 despite perceptions of rental cost changes in 


California. However, it could also reflect changes in how students responded to the survey questions 
given the definitional changes.

e Table 6b shows the number of roommates that respondents reported in COAS:16. There is no trend data 
to compare this to since this is the first time the question has been asked. 

e Systemwide, the vast majority (85%) of students report sharing a sleeping space with no one or with one 
other person. 

e The proportion reporting two or more roommates varies across campuses from a low of 3-5% at Davis, 
Merced, and Riverside, to a high of 24-30% at Irvine, Los Angeles, and Santa Barbara.

e For most off-campus students, rent is both the largest expense and the expense that is most sensitive to 
the student’s number of housemates. Students at campuses in the higher cost areas of the state report 
higher rents, on average, than other students. Off-campus students report paying an average of 
between $388 (UC Merced) and $925 (UC Berkeley) per month for rent (see Table 7a). 

e Between COAS:13 and COAS:16, average off-campus rent for the system went up slightly in constant 
dollars when adjusted by rent-specific CPI. See Table 8 below. 

e Changes at the campus level varied considerably. Across all students, for example, Berkeley’s off-campus 
rent increased by 10% in constant dollars. UCLA, San Diego, and Santa Barbara were relatively flat 
(varying from -1% to -2%) whereas the other campuses saw declines ranging from 6% at Santa Cruz to 
over 20% at Merced. See Appendix Tables 5a and 5b.

e As mentioned above, COAS:16 made a distinction between housemates and roommates for off-campus 
students. As expected, costs are lower for students sharing a bedroom — between 60 and 75 percent of 
the costs for students with no roommates. 

e Since this was the first year asking for these data, no trend in observable.

e Another measure of the quality of housing that the COAS Subcommittee wanted to explore was the 
distance from campus. The hypothesis being tested was that students were moving farther from campus 
in order to secure lower rents. 

e While no trend data are available, the responses do not bear out this hypothesis. Across all campuses, 
the average rent reported by students living farther from campus were higher than those living within 
10 miles. 

e Systemwide, 90% of students are living within 10 miles of campus. Campuses with less than 90% living 
within 10 miles of campus are Santa Barbara (82%), Santa Cruz (87%) and Los Angeles (89%).

e Expenses for rent and utilities for off-campus students remained relatively stable systemwide between 
2012-13 and 2015-16 (see Table 8; see Appendix Tables 5a and 5b for campus-level statistics). 

e Rent and utilities paid by commuter students dropped by 10% and 12%, respectively. 

e Average expenses for commuters remain much less than those for students living off-campus. 

e In response to concerns about food security, COAS:16 modified the way in which grocery and snack 
expenses were collected. Rather than asking students to report monthly expenses as was done in 
COAS:13, this survey asked them to report weekly expenses. The resulting increase of 59% for off- 
campus students and 86% for commuters suggests that asking about monthly expenses was leading to 
an under-reporting of grocery costs.

e Many students from lower income families must still “pay their way” when they live at home. 

e While less than one-half of all commuter students report rent or utilities expenses, lower-income 
commuters are more likely to have these expenses than higher-income commuters (Table 9). 

e Results from COAS:13 were generally similar.

e Expenses for meals out and snacks are substantial for commuters, on-campus students, and off-campus 
students alike. 

e in 2015-16, students report spending just over $160 per month, on average, on snacks and meals out. 

e As with grocery expenses reported above, the change in how the questions were asked about food — 
requesting weekly rather than monthly estimates — may have resulted in an increase in reported 
spending (see Table 10 for system-level statistics; see Appendix Table 7 for campus-level statistics).

e Since the 2012-13 survey, the percentage of students who report that their only phone is a cellular 
phone increased slightly, from 93 percent to 94 percent. 

e Cell phone usage among students is widespread, with less than 1 percent of students reporting that they 
do not have a cell phone (Table 11).

e Students with cell phones report spending $35 per month on their cell phone plans (see Table 12 for 
system-level statistics; see Appendix Table 8 for campus-level statistics). 

e Students spend an average of $10 less in constant dollars on cell phone plans in 2015-16 than in 2012- 
13, most likely due to the increased competition between cell phone plans. 

e About 7 percent of students report having a residential phone, and these students spend an average of 
$6 per month for residential phone service.

e The proportion of students indicating that they have a motor vehicle is slightly lower in 2015-16 than it 
was in 2012-13, continuing a pattern of decline observed for the past 10 years. The economic downturn, 
changes in campus policies, or limited availability of parking may result in students choosing to leave 
their cars at home. 

e Overall, motor vehicle use is 2 percentage points lower in 2015-16 than it was in 2012-13, although the 
decrease occurred among students living off-campus. The proportion of students living on-campus who 
reported having a car was up by 2 percentage points. The pattern varies across campuses (see Table 13).

e Students report annualized spending of $766 for insurance and registration for their motor vehicles, a 
modest increase from the amounts reported in 2012-13 (see Table 14 for system-level statistics; see 


Appendix Table 9 for campus-level statistics). 
e Vehicle payments increased by 29% for all students. 


e Students report spending $387 per year, on average, on travel to their permanent residence(s). In 


constant dollars, this is a slight decline (2 percentage points) from 2012-13. 


e California resident undergraduates spend an average of $316 per academic year travelling to permanent 


residence(s), while non-residents spend $760, on average (see Appendix Table 10).

Students who report expenses for public transit beyond campus fees spend $33 per month, on 


On average, commuter students spend almost twice as much on public transit beyond fees than do 


students living off-campus ($55 vs. $28, respectively). This finding was true in 2012-13 as well.

About one-fifth (21%) of students report incurring any expenses for public transit. Other students may

e Information about students’ bicycle usage and expenses was first collected in COAS:13. 
e Three-quarters of students with a bicycle report having any bicycle expenses. Among these students, the 
yearly expenses were an average of $39, with very little variation in the amount of expenses between 
students living off-campus, on-campus or at home (see Table 16). This represents a very small decrease 
from expenses reported in 2012-13. 


e Bicycle expenses vary slightly across campuses, ranging from a low of $32 per academic year at UC 


Riverside to a high of $45 per academic year at UCLA.

e Students report spending $71 per month, on average, on miscellaneous items including clothing, shoes, 
laundry and hair care in 2015-16, down 20 percent from what students reported spending in 2012-13

e Students also reported a similar pattern of spending for entertainment and recreation, $66 per month, 
on average in 2015-16. This is 23 percent lower than what students reported spending on entertainment 


and recreation in 2012-13. 


e On average, students report spending $24 per month on health care expenses not covered by insurance, 
with little variation by budget type. This represents a decrease of 26 percentage points from costs 
reported in 2012-13 in constant dollars.” 





>In response to COAS:10 participant feedback on expenses that were not captured in the survey and on the recommendation of the 
COAS content review work group, the COAS:13 included a question asking students to report health care costs not covered by 


insurance (e.g., copayments, medication and deductibles associated with medical, dental and mental health care).

e independent students spend more on clothing and incidentals, entertainment and recreation and health 
care than their dependent student counterparts (see Table 18). This was also true in 2012-13. 

e Among dependent students, spending on clothing and incidentals and health care decreases with parent 
income, while spending on entertainment rises slightly. 

e Male students report higher spending on entertainment than female students, who, as a group, report 
higher average expenses on incidental items and health care than do male students.

e Students report average annualized spending of $636 on textbooks—19 percent less than what students 
reported in 2012-13 in constant dollars. This decrease in spending on textbooks continues the trend we 
observed since 2009-10 when textbook expenses were only $1 higher than they had been in 2005-06, 
despite steep increases in the “sticker price” of textbooks (see Table 19 for system-level statistics; see 
Appendix Table 13 for campus-level statistics). 

e Average spending for other necessary educational supplies and course materials fees decreased 
similarly, 25 percentage points and 14 percentage points, respectively. 

e Students report substantial spending on supplies and services related to their computers and internet 
access, although spending in all of these categories is flat (see Table 19). 

e Average expenses for internet services continue the pattern of decline observed since 2002-03. One 
may speculate that students are making increasing use of shared wireless networks in their residences 
as well as internet connectivity provided by mobile devices. 

e Two expenses that show sharp increases are additional computer hardware and educational software.

e Sixty-five percent of students report having to pay some amount for course materials fees, relatively 
unchanged from the 67 percent of students who reported paying course materials fees in 2012-13. 

e Over one-half of students (62%) report having to pay some amount for technology fees.° 

e Forty-five percent of all students report that they purchased a computer, and 20 percent of students 
report that they purchased a new tablet for school-related purposes during 2015-16. 





ê Due to the increased prevalence of technology fees, the COAS content review work group recommended the inclusion of a 
question in the COAS:13 on technology fees. The existing question on course materials fees was modified, instructing respondents to 
exclude technology fees, and the question on technology fees instructed students to exclude course materials fees.

e Students who report any spending on course materials fees or technology fees spend an average of $80 
on course materials fees and $83 on technology fees annually. 

e Among students who purchase a computer or tablet during the year, they spend an average of $876 and 
$350, respectively. Both are down substantially from 2012-13. 

e Students with parent incomes of $161,000 or more report spending around $112 more, on average, on 
the purchase of a new computer and $28 more on the purchase of a new tablet than students with 
parent incomes less than $54,000 (see Appendix Table 14). This differential is less than the differential in 
2012-13. 

e As was the case in 2012-13, most students do not report having to incur any expenses for school-related 
software. Among the 20 percent of students who do report some spending for software, average 
annualized spending more than doubled, moving from $41 to $86 (Tables 20 and 21).

Over one-half of students (56%) report working during the academic year, up from 51% in 2012-13. 

Of those who work, 62 percent work on-campus, while 38 percent work off-campus only (see Table 22 
for system-level statistics; see Appendix Table 15 for campus-level statistics). 

Nearly three-quarters of students who worked for pay reported working more than half of the weeks 
during the semester. 

Students work an average of 16 hours a week, with 26 percent of students working between 11 and 20 
hours per week and 9 percent of students working more than the recommended 20 hours per week (up 
from 7 percent in 2012-13). 

Students earn an average of $12 per hour with total earnings equaling an average of $2,142 per 
academic year. 

Of the students who do not work, nearly 60 percent report that their school work does not allow 
enough time to work, and only 15 percent report that they were unable to find a job. 
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COAS:16 AND 2017-18 STANDARD METHODOLOGY BUDGETS 


BACKGROUND 

In the early 1990s, the University of California developed an integrated conceptual framework used to guide 
its work in helping students and parents manage the cost of an undergraduate education, in defining its role 
in funding the University’s undergraduate student financial support programs, and in allocating those funds 
to the campuses. This framework, known as the Education Financing Model (EFM), recognizes the need to 
help students and families cover the total cost of attending the University of California — not just tuition and 
fees. The total cost of attendance, or student expense budget, includes tuition and fees, room and board, 
books and supplies, transportation, health care, and personal expenses. 


e In order to support equity in both the allocation of funds across campuses and the awarding of 
financial aid to students, the EFM Steering Committee developed a single systemwide methodology 
for establishing student expense budgets. 

e = This “Standard Methodology” provides a common set of categories of allowable expenses and a 
common way to calculate those expenses at every campus. The philosophy adopted by the EFM 
Steering Committee and incorporated into the Standard Methodology Budgets (SMBs) is to 
recognize student’s average actual expenses. 

e For direct charges (e.g., on-campus housing, campus-based fees), the SMBs use information 
gathered from UC campuses each spring. 

e To determine how much students spend on indirect educational costs (e.g., books, off-campus rent, 
transportation), the University relies on COAS results. In the years between surveys, indirect 
expenses are adjusted to account for inflation. 

e Campuses have the flexibility to adjust the allowance for individual components of the budget, so 
long as the total Standard Methodology budget for each budget type (off-campus, on-campus, 
commuter) does not change by more than one percent. 

e Campuses have the flexibility to adjust an individual student's budget to reflect unique 
circumstances, although this is not reflected in the allocation of resources across the system. 


COAS:16 AND 2017-18 SMBs 

The EFM Steering Committee reviewed the COAS:16 results in detail. While some of the findings matched 
expectations — e.g., the increase in food allowance, decrease in transportation — others did not. In particular, 
the Committee wanted to be sure it understood the declines in spending on Books and Supplies and 
Personal Expenses. Some important observations included, 


e Across all of the cost categories, the committee looked for correlation between family income and 
reported expense levels or changes in expenses since the last COAS in 2013. The correlation was, at 
most, very limited in all the reviewed categories. 

e This alleviated concerns that inadequate financial aid budgets might have been driving down rent 
costs for students from lower-income families. 
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e The committee also considered excluding survey results from some students, such as those with two 
or more roommates, students living over a certain distance from campus, or those reporting zero for 
some book and supply categories. The committee concluded, however that it did not want to 
establish the precedent of judging the expenses that students report and deviate from the historic 
practice of using average reported expense levels. 


The committee also discussed the following points on the actual survey results. 


e Food Costs: The Committee concluded that the higher reported food costs were likely a function of 
the revision of food questions to ask about weekly rather than monthly expenses and likely were 
more accurate. In all cases, students living off campus reported combined grocery and snack/eating 
out expenses well in excess of the USDA’s liberal budget for the cost of food at home. 

e Rent Expenses: Changes in reported rent for students living off campus varied by campus location. 
Students at campuses in high-cost, urban parts of the state reported substantial increases, while 
those less urban, lower-cost areas reported rent levels that were relatively flat. 

e Books and Supplies: Book and supply expenses declined on all campuses and among all students, 
without regard to family income levels. These results affirmed anecdotal stories that have been 
circulating that students are increasingly taking advantage of alternatives, e.g., renting textbooks. 

e Personal and Transportation Expenses: Declines in personal expenses were smaller in scale, and 
showed a minimal correlation to family income levels. The decline in transportation expenses was 
expected given a negative Transportation CPI estimated by the California Department of Finance. 


While the campuses have yet to provide us with final estimated 2017-18 costs for all campus direct 
expenses (e.g. residence hall costs), we anticipate that the changes in budgets for students living off campus 
will range from being relatively flat to seeing an increase of about 9%. Across all housing types and 
campuses, the change over 2016-17 will be 4%. 


Draft versions of the 2017-18 SMBs and a comparison with the 2016-17 SMBs are presented in Appendix 
Tables 17-22. Note that, as discussed in the Caveats section above, the weighting of expenses in the SMBs is 
slightly different than that used in the COAS analysis above. This is consistent with all prior administrations 
of the COAS and the use of the results to create the SMBs.
